WAREHOUSE SITUATION 


ANOTHER.BUSY DAY FOR 


the 
: : 
makers 


Guthrie, Ok., Dec. 4—The constitu­ 
tional convention had another busy 
day Monday with forty-four provisions 
introduced. 
The prohibition question was covered 
by Mr. Cain (Republican) of Oktah, 
who proposed a dry plank for that por­ 
tion now known as Oklahoma under the 
same terms and conditions now apply­ 
ing to the Indian Territory. 
Two propositions came, looking to 
permanently 
locating the capital, a 
provision by Mr. Hogg of Grand, limit­ 
ing the area of counties, and by Mr. 
Littlejohn of Bushby was offered that 
courts may issue writs of injunctions 
in strikes and labor troubles. 
Three more committee clerks were 
added to take care of the accumulation 
of subject matter. 
Some of the members arose to ques­ 
tions of personal jurivilegts over certain 
press reports wtych ended by Presi­ 
dent Murray reading several >extifcct8 
and announcing .that as the corpor­ 
ations were excluded from the hall 
with their lobbies, £they would seek to 
buy newspaper space as the best means 
of reaching the delegates. 
Under the call for 
miscellaneous 
m atter, Judge King of Newkirk intro­ 
duced a resolutionjdeclaring the state 
should purchase as much as practical 
Of the coal and mineral deposits of the 
Indian Territory for the free school 
system, 
and asking for memorials 
along that line to'congress. It was re­ 
ferred to a special committee, of which 
Chambers of Atoka is chairman. 
A memorial was*snbmitted from the 
Indian mission conference of the M. 
E. church south, asking for state wide 
prohibition. 
Mr. Edley of Flether offered a mem­ 
orial from the Woman’s Federation 
Clubs against child labor and in favor of 
forestry. 


The proposition of Mr. Weaver of 
Ada for constitutional adoption, pro­ 
hibiting the marriage of whites and 
negroes, or those of A frican descent, 
in the event of its adoption will likely 
be enlarged to include a provision pro­ 
hibiting 
Indians and negroes from 
marrying. 
The convention is also laboring with 
the problem of defining all who are 
white people under the proposed terms 
of the constitution, and it is generally 
believed the conclusion will be to in* 
elude all free from African blood. This 
will place the Indian in the higher 
class. 
Speaking for the Chickasaw Nation, 
President Murray insists that a pro­ 
vision 
against Indians and negroes 
■lorrying would then be unnecessary, 
as the citizen is not disposed to ; amal­ 
gamate beyond the Caucasion. '

To our many friends of the Farmers’ 
Union: 
Brothers and friends: It has never 
been our intention to abandon the idea 
of building our warehouse, as has been 
stated by some people who might have 
had some purpose in such misstatements. 
I beg lew e to say here that it has 
been the intention of the Ada district 
of the F. E. & C. U. of A. to build a 
cotton warehouse in the town of Ada; 
but the district Union in session decided 
we were too late this season; therefore 
we have cancelled our contract with 
the Farmers & Bankers Warehouse 
Building Association of Houston, Texas. 
However, we expect to renew our con­ 
tract and begin work again in the near 
future, in earnest. We hope that every 
Union man and also all friendly non­ 
union men will give us all the assist­ 
ance and encouragement possible; for I 
can not impress too strongly the great 
importance of this one great enterprise 
upon the minds of the cotton producers 
of this country. 
The time has come when the farmers 
of th# South will receive justice in 
their demands and control the price of 
their products. By proper organization 
and effort we can take care of our 
farm products until the markets de­ 
mand it at a fair price. There was 
enough money lost last season as dam­ 
age on cotton in the Ada markets to 
have built a very nice little warehouse. 
I can not too strongly impress upon the 
producers of this country that by build­ 
ing a warehouse we can take care of 
every bale of cotton that we can raise, 
and by so doing will place ourselves in 
a position to assert our rights and se­ 
cure a fair and legitimate price for our 
products at ail times. 
We will then be 


able to say: 
44 My cotton is worth so 
much, and you can have it if you pay 
the price.’’ 
By having a place to take 
care of your cotton you can borrow 
enough money at a reasonable per cent, 
if you are in debt, to relieve your mer­ 
chant, so that he can pull through, too. 
So you can readily see that it wonld 
also be a benefit to the merchant as well 
as to the farmer, for the farmers to 
get a good price for their products; be­ 
cause they would be more able to pay 
their debts. 
So, hoping that the people will see 
the necessity of trying to take care of 
themselves and their own business, I 
remain,

CONGRESS OPENEO

Washington, Dec. 4.-T h e Fifty-ninth 
congress began its last session at noon 
Monday. It took the senate fifteen min­ 
utes to arrange its preliminaries and 
the house an hour. 
The senate received from President 
Roosevelt a long list of appointments 
for its confirmation and in an executive 
session of fifteen minutes decided, as 
the nominations have been received be­ 
fore the body had been organized for­ 
mally, to make no confirmations until 
the president’s annual message had 
been received and the session fairly 
started. 
The opening of the two houses was 
witnessed by an animated throng which 
filled the galleries to their capacity. 
Hundreds went away disappointed in 
not gaining admission to witness the 
session of either senate or house. 
Not 
in years has a larger number of mera- 
bers-elect of'the lower house of con­ 
gress presented themselves at the 
speaker’s desk to take the oath of 


office. 
Death has been unusually active 
among the membership during the clos­ 
ing days of the last session and the be­ 
ginning of the present, and Chaplain 
Couden feelingly called the attention of 
the body to the work of the grim reaper 
during the months since adjournment. 
The routine work of the house inci­ 
dent to the opening day was quickly 
dispatched, the roll call showing nearly 
300 members present. 
A fter the appointment of the usual 
committee to wait upon the president 
and inform him that the house was or­ 
ganized and ready to receive any com­ 
munication he might desire to make of 
interest to the public service, the house 
adjourned out of respect to the memo­ 
ry of the deceased members. 
President Roosevelt's message will 
be received both in the house and sen­ 
ate today. No bills were introduced in 
the senate. In the house there were 
38 public measures and 350 of a private 
character.

It was a tie; that’s about all the city j 
council meeting was Monday night.

Tho story of a vast business of sup­ 
plying countries and revolutions with 
war material in a legitimate way is I 
interesting. The story begins 40 years 
ago, at the close of the civil war, 
when the late Francis Bannerman, Sr., ! 
of

from 
service in the I’nited States 
navy, I 
and with his son. attended the auc­ 
tion sales of naval stores at the Brook- 
l>n navy yard. 
It occurred to them 
that there might be money in buying 
war material and selling it again to j 
foreign governments. 
The venture: 
proved a success and for 20 years a 
thriving business was done over there. 
in Atlantic avenue. 
Next came an J 
establishment in Broad street, near I 
Front, and finally 
Broadway, 
near 
Broome street, was occupied with the 
business, where it now flourishes. 
It is well known that the govern­ 
ment sells its surplus w ar 
supplies 
from time to time. 
Thus it was that 
when 50,000 of the 
old 
Springfield | 
rifles were put up at auction, the Ban- 
nermans bought them. 
One day a 
man came along and purchased them 
for a foreign government, he said, j 


How to get them out of the country 
was easy enough, though the Banner 
mans do not deliver cannon and am­ 
munition outside of the United States. 
How the agent managed to reach 
South American revolutionists with 
the guns is another story. 
The usual 
way is to make a bluff of 
shipping 
them to Germany or elsewhere, anc? 
later transferring them to whatevei 
part of South America they are most 
needed. 
Thus the business of selling 
war 
material 
in 
New 
York 
has 
thrived. 
During the last insurrection in Gua 
temala it was reported 
that

Broadway establishment supplied both

the government and the revolutionists. 
The same was said during the war ie 
Nicaragua, and similar reports 
are 
now circulated as to the arms received 
by the Cubans, government and rev­ 
olutionists. 
It is a fact that the 
discarded arms which the American 
government has sold at auction were 
at the time good enough for American 
marksmen in the field. 
So it is not 
difficult to imagine that the agents 
who bought these arms in New York 
for shipment to foreign countries had 
no difficulty in supplying the revolu­ 
tionists in South America and else­ 
where with superior weapons of war. 
The ordinary leafier has little idea 
of the various kinds of material in­ 
cluded under the* name of “munitions 
of war," beginning with the harness 
for artillery, field guns and all the 
accoutrements for fitting out the ar­ 
tillery. 
A few government auctions 
meant the selling of 200,000 guns, 30.- 
000 revolvers, 10,000 saddles. 
15,000 
swords, 50.000 canteens, 100,000 belts. 
50,000 
cartridge 
boxes, 
20.000.000 
cartridges, 50,000 stum ps, 150,000 gun 
stocks. 175,000 new* 
uniforms, sold 
when the fashions changed; also hun­ 
dreds of tons of gun barrels, “parts” 
and equipments, Gatling guns of all

At 57 sin4 strapped a barrel of brandy 
on her hip and followed lier husband 
to the frontier. She had “limbs like a 
panther, her arms were bare and 
knotty, her voice that of a beast of 
prey, shrill and broken with cries of 
tumultuous rage,” 
yet slit* 
accom­ 
plished great deeds at Toulon, loading 
and firing with her own hands a can­ 
non at which all the detachment had 
been killed; at Hohenlinden a ball tore 


away a finger while she gave a drink 
to two wounded hussars. “I have still 
nine left for my country,” she said, 
and continued her work. 
At 77 she 
followed the grand army in its retreat 
from Moscow; wounded at Bautzen, 
she turned up again smiling during 
the campaign in France of 1814, tit­ 
ling on the shaft of her cart, clothed 
in rags, her feet stuffed into cavalry 
boots, an officer’s cap cocked over one 
eye. and wiping her glasses with a 
Russian flag. 
She died at last, after 
Waterloo, rather of rage than of old 
age. 
During the strenuous, romantic days 
of the beginning of the century more 
than one cantiniere mated with mar­ 
shal or peer or ambassador, and more 
emulated the heroic deeds of Felicia 
Loguet. 
The second empire was another 
brilliant page in the history of “the 
daughters of the regiment.” 
Mme. 
Cros of the foot chasseurs of the 
Guard was decorated on the field of 
Solferino by the emperor’s own hand, 
and the cantinieres of the First Zou­ 
aves, the Thirty-fourth regiment, and 
the Empress’ Dragoons all received 
the medal for the campaigns of 1861 
and 1862. 
In the “Terrible Year” Mme. Saurin 
of the Third Zouaves made herself fa­ 
mous by killing with her own hand a 
German officer who attempted her 
capture. 
She wras badly wounded at 
Strasbourg, but lived to serve in the 
trying Algerian campaign of 1S7L But 
tin* cantinieres of ’70 will live in his- I 
tory rather for the tender, womanly 
devotion with which they tended the 
wounded under fire, than for deeds of 
savage and unfeminine bravery which 
characterized the exploits of their pre­ 
decessors.
